This execution was the. ſubje& of ſevere cenſures. 
Barbarity, cruelty, and murder, were plentifully charg- 
ed on the Americans; but the impartial of all nations 
allowed, that it was warranted by the uſages of war. It 
cannot be condemned, without endet the maxims 
of ſelf-preſervation, which have uniformly guided the 
practice of hoſtile nations. The finer feelings of huma- 


nity would have been gratified by diſpenking with the ri- 


gid maxims of war in favour of ſo diſtinguiſhed an offi- 
cer, but theſe feelings muſt be controuled by a regard for 
the public ſafety. Such was the diſtreſſed ſtate of the 


American army, and ſo abundant were their cauſes of 


complaint, that there was much to fear from the contagi - 


ous nature of treachery. Could it have been reduced to a 


certainty that there were nd more Arnolds in America.
